FLOOD OF LOTTERY TICKETS,’ 


Scheme Promises Options on Valua- 
ble Louisiana Oil Lands. 


New York, October, 29.-—-This city has

The 
man whose name appears in the affair 
has been arrested frequently, the last 
known instance having been in June, 
when he was taken from the “bank” 
in Chicago and held under $5,000 bonds 
on charges of sending lottery tickets 
through the mails, 

Under the present scheme: there is to 
be @ drawing for oll lands in Louisiana, 
November 15, and buyers of the tickets 
are supposed to be securing options on 
portions of the property.

office,, making perfectly manifest the 
fact that the order for the court martial 
was already prepared and the persone! 
of the court already selected, and that 
you had merely awaited the formal filing 
of the report. Had you read the evi- 
dence, you would have found not only 
that vour troops had performed their 
full duty, but that they had been vic- 
timized and betrayed, and that the or- 
dering of a court martial would be an 
outrage. 

Governor and Courtmartial. 

The court martial was a pecullarly fa- 
vorable agency placed in your hands by 
for victiminzing others In at- 
tempting to vindicate yourself. It Is 
axiomatic that “court martial convene 
to convict.” This truism finds its jus- 
tification In the fact that the member- 
ship of the court—the whole jury, so to 
speak—tIs selected entirely by the prose- 
cution, represented in this case by your- 
self. The defendant Is allowed no 
“ctrikes’’ contrary to the rule which 
prevails in civil courts. Even the right 
to challenge for cause {s so restricted 
by the military law as to be practically 
valueless. A bare majority of the court 
fixes the verdict and sentence, a unan- 
{mous finding not being required. The 
minority is not even allowed to file a 
dissenting report. And tast of all, the 
prosecution, represented fn this case by 
yourself, acts as a reviewing authority 
to approve or disapprove the findings and 
sentence. It would be almost a miracle 
that any defendant should escape In suchi 
a court where the prosecution really de- 
sired a conviction. Give me the power 
to select the membership of a court to 
try you, as commander in chief, for your 
management of this affair, and I can 
dismiss vou from office tomorrow in 
thirty mfnutes, and On a dozen different 


counts. it 
The charges and specifications pre- 


ferred against me before the court 
which met at Savannah furnished a 
striking illustration of that elasticity of 
Procedure allowed by military law, under 
which a man can be accused of nothing 
and convicted of anything. The specifi- 
eations against me _- consisted of 
broadest generalities.

Under the provisions of that resohition, 
no man holding that office is eligible to 
membership in the Mesonic order in 
this state, and any Mason now holding 
the office will have to give it up at the 
expiration of his present term or 
the order. 

This has a peculiar effect In Athens. 
Mnder the law governing the Athens 
dispensary the mayor of Athens and the 
chairman of the board of county com- 
missioners are dispensary commission- 
ers, ex-officio. The point is raised that 
under the resolution no members of the 
Masonic fraternity in Athens can hold 
the office of mayor and retain his po- 
sition in the Masonic lodge, since being 
mayor makes him a dispensary commis- 
sloner, : 

This point 1s also made regarding the 
position of chairman 
county commissioners. 

There are something like three hundred 
Masons tn Athens and they take in large 
numbers of the most prominent men in 
the city. There are tn the ranks of Ma- 
sonry here quite a number of men who 
in the future will want to be mayor of 
Athens, and at the same time these men 
are not zoing to allow that aspiration to 
drive them out of the Masonic order. If 
sich is the effect of the resolution they 
will forego all political preferment and 
retain their membership as Masons. 

This state of affairs also exists in the 
city of Rome, which has the same law as 
that governing the Athens dispensary. 
Mm some cOuAtfes the posifion of ordi- 
nary i? involved and men who are Masons 
will be deprived of the privilege of run- 
ning for ordinary in those counties, since 
that office carries with it the office of 
dispensary commissioner. 

There are not a few Masons in Athens 
who are satisfied that the grand lodge 
has gone too far in this matter, espe- 
Cilally if the resolution is to have the ef- 
fect above mentioned. They contend that 
a more Tfbheral construction should be put 
wpon the action of the grand lodge 
this matter. There are three 
of the dispensary commission jn 
county who are Masons and at the ex- 
'piration of their terms they will not 
Stand for reelection, if this rule is still 
in force at that time.

‘Characteristics of a Race 
| Brought Prominently Into View. 
| (From The London Standard.) 

| Of the three races, Chinese, Japanese 


(finest physically, The Korean is tall, 
; thsck-set and in many cases good. look- 
ing, and although his surroundings are 
| filthy and noisome in the extreme, in 
| his person he is not uncleanly. 
| be that this is due to the nationai habit 
of dressing in white, which necessitates 
| continual washing and scrubbing, and 
;}to see him in the gtreet you would not 
| think it possible that he could tvlerate 
| such filthy and insanitary surroundings. 
The Korean, even if he can afford it, 
| knows better than to build himself a 
| decent and habitable dwelling, for let the 
(unfortunate tradesman show the least 
sign of wealth, and the govérnor of his 
brovince, or the ever-ready tax collector, 
| wlll pounce down upon him and tuke the 
| profits of years in the form of a loan, 
| which will never be repaid. The result 
‘of this sylstem of wholesale pillage and 
| €xtortion is to crush all life and enter- 
| prise out of the people, and to cause 
| "he wealthy and the poor man to live 
side by side in the same manner, in the 
|Same red clay hut, in the same inuddy 
insanitary 
well, into which, as a rule, the refuse of 
the town finds its way; ali this simply 
through fear of the extortion of the cen- 
tcal government at Seoul. The Korean 
loves peace and hates war. He was 
not always so peacefully inclined, but 
centuries of oppression have rendered 
him unfit for strife, although in the past 
ihe has fought bravely enough, defeating 
both the Japanese and Chinese on fre-

to believe that if he were given a sound 
imiltary training he would become effi- 
‘clent, and quite brave enough to take 
nis place alongside of the troops of other 
nations.

St. Louis, October 29.—(Special.)—If you 
want to see what the world is really do- 
ing, «ome to the St. Louis exposition. 
The latest inventions along every line are 
shown here. This is a twentieth century 
fair,-and it has all sorts of new twen- 
tleth century machinery. I have spent 
today in the great palace of electricity, 
talking with ‘Professor Goldsborough, who 
has charge of the electrical department. 
I have watched girls cooking with Hght- 
ning, and smoothing boiled shirts with 
electric irons. I have seen men healing 
diseases with electric sparks, telegraph- 
ing a thousand words a minute, telephon- 
ing without wires and even without the 
aid of the “hello girl.” 

The Passing of the Hello Girl. 

Yes! Actually telephoning without ttre 
Intervention of her nasal twang, 
without the danger of her pink. ears 
hearing the secrcts they transmit. They 
make their own connections and talk as 
long as they please, by her 
meajesty. 

In my talk with Professor Goldsborougn 
T asked him about these automatic teie- 
phones. He sali: 

“We have three

“In addition to this,’ continued Profes- 
for Goldsborough, “We have the Faller 
automatic telephone system, which has 
Been so delevoped that it is now ready 
for commercial application on a 
Scale, and also the automatic telephone 
of the Bell company. The Bel] Telephone 
Company has been quietly perfecting 
euch machines for several] years, and 
they have thelr apparatus now on view 
in section 17 of this building. This is 
practically the first announcement that 
has been made of it and it is one of our 
most important novelties.’

“Will such telephones come into gen- | 


eral use?’’ 

“T believe that they will] 
finest in small jnstallations,”’ 
gor Goldsborough. “It may take some 
time to adapt them to the cities or to 
make it possible that they should take 
care of the enormous traffic of a large 
city without the use of operators. That 
is a matter of gradual development, and 
it involves serious engineering problems.”’ 

“Then we shall have operators for 
some time yet?’ 

“T think so,’ was the reply. “We still 
use tallow candles, gas lamps and coal 
oil; although we have the electric light, 
which excels them as an jlluminant.

partment of motive power. 

The direct cause of this new 
jthe use of fue) oi] is due to the an- 
mouncement just made, that a locomotive 
‘engine is being built which can operate 
‘a Gistance of several thousand miles 
without renewing oj] and wholly without 
‘“fire, water or smoke'’—and the “steam- 
less ltocomotive’’ is a condition of the 
near future. 

The news of this novel feature of loto- 
motive construction was received in New 
Orleans by a leading railroad operative,

.for days. This marvelous result, it is

‘energy. The tendency tn mechanical con- 
centration has ben along these lines for 
‘several years, one of the most pronounced 
|results being the use of ofl-purning loco- 
‘motives between New Orleans and San 
. Francisco, and through this has been a 
striking advancement in moderh railroad 
‘travel, these engines still are lacking 
| perfection. It was Joseph H. Hoadley-- 
“Hoadley of international power fame,’’ 
'as his enemies call him, also known as a 
large holder of railroad properties and a 
of an inventive 
‘turn of mind. who is the inventor of the 
'new railroad wonder, 

Many forms of the Diesel engine are 
now in use, but the new locomotive is 
'the most advanced application of the 
principle to railroad work that has ever 
been brought out. When It Is remember- 
ed that no change ir the basic principle 
'ofs«locomotive conatruction has ever been 
‘made, the impoit:unce of the Hoadley lo- 
'comotive and the great interest railroad 
become

The first locomotive thus constructed is 


expected to carry sufficlent crude oil for 

a run, without a single stop, of 2,500

iinterests of his associates. . . . Two 
'years of illness kept him in check, and 
‘most of the time away from business, 
‘but with restored health he perfected his 
‘inventions. As a mechanical genius, the 
world has few superiors, while his busi- 
ness abilities rival his mechanical ac- 
tivities. And now the Hoadley-Knight 
‘locomotive—Walter Knight, known 
/ throughout the electrical and mechanical 
/world, being Hoadley’s coworker—has 
‘been perfected, and the 2-year-old. con-
